DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 6/1 1/2005 has been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 - the structural relationship between the elements have not been set 
forth. If the elements do not have a structural relationship the claim should be written as 
a kit claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 10, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Rogers (3,238,491). 
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The applicant's attention is invited to Figure 3 and chuck -38- Element -39- 
forms a body having an axis, a first end shown at number -56- and a second end at 
-40- The examiner is taking the lumen to be inside the jaws -58- and -59- The 
examiner is taking jaws -58- and -59- as the means of claim 15. 

Claim 14 - conical shaped opening and jaws -58- and -59- inherently provide a 
separation force of at least about fifteen pounds. 

With regard to claim 15 the examiner believes the claim is invoking 112 6th 
paragraph. 



Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(c). Correction 
of the following is required: Claim 15 invokes 112 6th paragraph however, the 
specification has not linked or associated the structure required to perform the function 
modifying the "means" set forth. The specification must set forth what structure 
performs the function of "conveniently and securely connecting".

Claim 1 1 is allowed. 
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Claims 1-9, 12 and 13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
